filtration plant, and the State of Illinois; and

WHEREAS, Stephen Hynes was an unsuccessful candidate for
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the Cook County Board in 1986, garnering more than 90,000

WHEREAS, Stephen Hynes was survived by his wife, Kathleen;
his sons, Stephen, Brian, and Jack; his daughter, Karen; his
many grandchildren; his mother, Antoinette; and four brothers;
